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Mining Law. 


Among the important questions ad- 


judicated in the recent and already noted 
Nest Egg and Eureka case, Colorado, 
the following merits special mention: 
"If all the neccessary acts nre not 


done within the time provided by law, 
then the mining claim is subject to re- 
location by any person authorized to 
locate mining claims; but if suoh re-lo- 
cation is not made, then the nets neces- 
sary to constitute a valid locniion can be 
performed after the time limited by the 
statute of tbo State, and the same will 
relate tmok to the original location with 
tike effect as if the same had been per- 
formed within the time limited by the 
statute, providing there has been no in- 
tervening claim or location." 


"The apes means that part of the 


vsin or lode found nearest the sxirfaee 
of the earth, and where it ceases to con- 
tinue in the direction of the surface, 
and where it is first found in passing on 
its course downward info tho earth. If 
you (the jury) find there exists -within 
the boundaries of the Nest Egg lode 
claim, a vein, lode or ledgo, the top, 
outcrop or apes of which is within said 
boundaries, and which, in its departure 
fiom a perpendicular on its downward 
course, eaters into and underneath the 
boundaries of the Eureka claim, and is 
located as a lode mining claim by de- 
fendents, and that tho some lode or do- 
posit has been discovered on its down- 
ward dip in the discovered shaft of the 
Enrelta claim and located as a lode 
mining claim by plaintiff, *hen you will 
determine from the evidence which of 
these locations is the Senior V ahd Lo- 
cation, for the senior location on tho 
dip of a lode is Entitled to all such parts 
of said lode as ar eincluded within the 
sido linos of the location as against a 
junior locator on outcrop, opes and 
strike oi the same." 


A very important -decision has been 


rendered in the Supreme Court of the 
United States, to the effect that an ac- 
tion by the patentee of a placer claim to 
recover possession of a lode within its 
boundaries, where the lode was known 
to the patentee at the time of applying 
for the patent, and he did not include 
it in his application, ho is precluded 
from any right of possession of
